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Report  of  Forest  Fire  Warden  and  District  Chief 


The  1969  fire  season  was  a  quiet  one  in  this  area.  Frequent  rains 
kept  the  danger  to  a  minimum.  Your  Forest  Fire  Warden's  job  would 
be  easier  if  everyone  understood  the  State  laws  that  govern  the  kind- 
ling of  outdoor  fires.  A  synopsis  of  these  laws  follow: 

Fire  Permit 

A  fire  permit  is  needed  for  all  outdoor  fires  in  or  near  woodland 
anytime  the  groimd  is  not  covered  with  snow.  This  includes  house- 
hold waste  burning,  even  if  in  an  incinerator,  giass  buining,  garden 
trash  as  well  as  brush  burning.  Such  buming  is  restricted  by  regula- 
tion to  be  prior  to  9:00  a.m.  and  after  5:00  p.m. 

Exceptions 

Camp  or  cooking  fires  are  allowed  with  permission  of  the  Fire 
Warden.  The  Warden  can  forbid  such  fires  if  in  a  hazardous  area. 

Penalties 

1.  For  kindling  a  fire  without  a  peiTnit.  Maximum  of  $200  fine; 
or  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  60  days. 

2.  For  kindling  a  fire  by  any  means  wilfully  or  recklessly  that 
shall  endanger  woodlands,  the  maximum  fine  is  $500  or  one  year's 
imprisonment. 

3.  For  failure  to  extinguish  a  camp  or  cooking  fire  before  leav- 
ing it,  the  same  penalties  as  in   (1)   above. 

4.  For  dropping  inflammable  material  in  or  near  woodland, 
maximum  fine  of  $25. 

Fire  prevention  is  a  personal  matter  and  a  good  habit.  Con- 
gratulations to  the  people  of  Eaton  for  a  perfect  record  in  1969.  Keep 
it  up  in  1970.

REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


At  the  Special  Town  Meeting  held  on  July  22,  1969,  it  was  voted 
that  the  Town  of  Eaton  should  have  a  Conservation  Commission  as 
pennitted  under  Revised  Statutes  Amiotated  36-A  (Supp)  Vol.  I.  Ac- 
cordingly, on  July  29,  1969  the  Selectmen  appointed  the  undersigned 
as  members  of  the  Commission.  The  following  is  a  summary  of  our 
activities  to  date. 

AiTangements  have  been  made  to  obtain  a  Soil  Use  map  of  the 
Town  and  the  necessaiy  interpretations  of  such  map  from  the  United 
States  Soil  Conservation  Commission  so  that  aU  interested  persons 
may  more  intelligently  plan  the  futuie  use  of  land  in  Eaton.  To  im- 
prove the  appearance  of  the  community  about  forty  old  cars  have 
been  removed  from  town,  a  start  was  made  in  eliminating  poison  ivy 
from  roadsides  and  brush  has  been  cut  behind  the  church.  Water 
samples  have  been  taken  from  fifteen  places  in  lakes  and  sheams  and 
these  have  been  analyzed  by  the  New  Hampshire  Water  Supply  and 
Pollution  Control  Commission  to  detennine  possible  areas  of  pollu- 
tion. The  Town  Forest  is  being  cut  selectively  with  net  proceeds  to 
the  Town  to  date  in  excess  of  one  thousand  dollars,  some  fire  roads 
have  been  repaired  and  we  are  presently  negotiating  for  the  pui- 
chase  —  with  private  contiibutions  and  matching  Federal  funds  —  of 
the  land  at  the  top  of  Foss  Mountain. 

The  Commissioners  gratefully  acknowledge  the  splendid  co-oper- 
ation of  the  Ladies'  Circle  at  the  dinner  meeting  last  Fall.  They  aie 
ever  mindful  that  without  the  generosity  and  civic-mindedness  of 
those  friends  of  Eaton  who  have  made  financial  contributions,  our 
efforts  to  make  the  Town  an  even  better  place  to  live  would  be  seri- 
ously curtailed.

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LAND-USE  ORDINANCE 

Preamble 

For  the  puipose  of  properly  conserving  and  utilizing  the  lands 
and  waters  of  Eaton,  promoting  the  health,  safety,  morals,  prosperity, 
convenience  or  general  welfare,  providing  for  efficient  and  economical 
administration  of  town  affairs,  and  preserving  the  rural  character  of 
Eaton,  the  following  ordinance  is  hereby  enacted  by  authority  con- 
ferred by  Chapter  31,  Section  60-89,  N.  H.  Revised  Statutes  Anno- 
tated 1955,  and  by  every  other  authority  thereto  enabling. 

Article  I 

For  the  purpose  of  this  ordinance  the  entire  Town  of  Eaton  is 
considered  as  a  single  undivided  district. 

Article  II 

The  invalidity  of  any  provision  of  this  ordinance  as  adjudged  by 
a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the 
ordinance  as  a  whole  or  the  validity  of  any  other  part  or  provision. 

Article  III 
General  Provisions 

1.  No  land  or  water  in  Eaton  may  be  used  for  any  trade,  in- 
dustry, activity  or  use  that  may  be  obnoxious  or  offensive  by  reason 
of  the  production  or  emission  of  dust,  odor,  smoke,  refuse  matter, 
fumes,  noise,  vibration  or  similar  conditions,  or  that  is  detrimental  or 
injurious  to  the  comfort,  peace,  enjoyment,  health  or  safety  of  the 
community  or  the  immediate  neighborhood  or  lending  to  its  disturb- 
ance or  annoyance. 

2.  No  land  or  water  area  in  Eaton  may  be  used  as  a  junk  yard 
or  storage  place  for  unregistered  vehicles  unfit  for  use  on  the  higli- 
way,  second-hand  unusable  machinery,  scrap  materials  or  any  other 
used  second-hand  articles  the  accumulation  of  which  is  detrimental 
or  injurious  to  the  neighborhood. 

3.  No  land  or  water  in  Eaton  may  be  used  as  a  placement  for 
any  signs  except  for  highway,  safety  and  regulatory  purposes  and 
those  for  entei-prises  conducted  in  Eaton,  and  in  no  case  shall  any  sign 
exceed  in  area  four  (4)  sq.  ft.  except  as  a  special  exception  granted 
by  the  Board  of  Adjustment,  hereinafter  provided  for,  upon  finding 
the  same  will  not  be  detrimental  or  injurious  to  the  neighborhood. 

4.  No  ruins  from  fires  or  other  causes  and  no  abandoned  de- 
teriorating structures,   as  a  consequence  of  business  failure  or  other 
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cause,  shall  be  left  indefinitely  on  Eaton  land  but  within  one  year 
such  ruins  or  unoccupied  structures  shall  be  repaired,  rebuilt,  replaced 
or  removed  and  the  land  on  which  they  stood  shall  be  refilled  and  lev- 
eled to  clear  ground  level. 

5.  All  sanitary  systems  shall  be  consfaucted  and  maintained  in 
accordance  with  standards  set  and  enforced  by  the  N.  H.  Depart- 
ment of  Health  and  the  N.  H.  Water  Supply  and  Pollution  Control 
Commission  —  whichever  is  the  more  restrictive. 

6.  If  a  lawful  building,  structuie  or  land  use  exists  when  this 
ordinance  is  enacted,  which  would  not  be  allowed  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance,  the  same  may  neverdieless  be  continued  so 
long  as  it  remains  otherwise  lawful. 

7.  If  a  building  or  other  structure,  standing  at  the  time  this 
ordinance  is  enacted  and  not  conforming  in  use  or  otherwise  to  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance,  is  subsequently  destroyed  by  fire  or  natu- 
ral cause  or  event  to  an  extent  of  more  than  75  percent  of  its  replace- 
ment cost  at  time  of  destruction,  it  shall  not  thereafter  be  reconstruct- 
ed or  used  except  in  conformity  with  the  ordinance;  provided  that 
the  Board  of  Adjustment  may,  as  a  special  exception,  pennit  the  re- 
construction and  use  of  such  building  or  structure  substantially  as  it 
was  prior  to  destruction  upon  finding  that  the  same  will  not  be  detri- 
mental or  injurious  to  the  neighborhood. 

Article  IV 
Specific  Provisions 

1.  No  land  in  Eaton  of  lesser  area  than  43,560  sq.  ft.  (one  acre) 
may  be  used  as  habitation  or  business  establishment  of  any  kind  and 
no  building  or  outbuilding  may  be  closer  than  30  feet  to  any  property 
line. 

2.  Any  piece  of  land  subdivided  into  two  or  more  lots  for  dwell- 
ings shall  be  utiHzed  in  accordance  with  all  otlier  provisions  of  this 
ordinance.  Each  road  or  stieet,  intended  to  be  dedicated  to  public 
use,  shall  be  constructed  in  accordance  with  specifications  laid  down 
by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  A  plan  of  the  subdivision  in  all  detail  shall 
be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  before  any  construction  or 
excavation  is  begun.  All  utifity  wires  shall  enter  the  buildings  from 
the  rear  or  under  ground.  Any  deadend  street  proposed  for  public 
use  shall  have  a  reasonable  tuinaroimd  at  the  closed  end.  In  any  such 
subdivision  no  less  than  five  percent  of  its  total  area  shall  be  set  aside 
for  the  common  recreation  use  of  all  the  residents  of  the  subdivision. 

3.  Retail  business  estabfishments,  garages,  gasoline  sei-vice  sta- 
tions, gravel  pits,  rock  quanies,  kemiels  and  catteries,  portable  saw 
mills,  ski  lifts  and  similar  businesses  and  industries  may  be  permitted 
if  the  Board  of  Adjustment,  after  public  hearing  and  due  notice  to 
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all  abutters,  find  that  the  same  will  not  be  detiimental  or  injurious 
to  the  neighborhood. 

4.  A  mobile  home  may  be  located  in  Eaton  for  a  period  in  ex- 
cess of  30  days  only  as  a  special  exception  granted  by  the  Board  of 
Adjustment,  upon  finding  that  the  same  will  not  be  detrimental  or 
injurious  to  the  neighborhood. 

Article  V 
Enforcement 

1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  the  Board 
is  hereby  given  power  and  authority,  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance. 

2.  After  passage  of  tliis  ordinance  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  erect 
or  relocate  any  building  or  structure  or  alter  the  bulk  of  any  build- 
ing, or  put  any  land  or  water  area  of  Eaton  to  any  use  substantially 
different  from  its  use  on  the  date  of  passage  or  this  ordinance  with- 
out first  obtaining  a  building  or  land-use  permit  from  the  Board  of 
Selectmen. 

3.  No  permit  shall  be  required  for  remodelling  where  the  pur- 
pose for  which  the  building  is  to  be  used  is  not  changed  or  where 
the  existing  exterior  walls  are  not  to  be  altered. 

4.  Upon  well-founded  information  that  this  ordinance  is  being 
violated,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  take  immediate  steps  to  enforce 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  by  any  legal  action  available  or  neces- 
sary. 

Article  VI 
Board  of  Adjustment 
Within  thirty  days  after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  shall  appoint  an  appeal  board  consisting  of  five  persons 
to  serve  as  a  Board  of  Adjustment  with  powers  as  specified  in  Section 
72,  Chapter  31,  N.  H.  Revised  Statutes  Annotated  1955.  The  terms 
of  office  shall  be  five  years  and  the  fiist  appointments  shall  be  made 
for  such  tenns  that  there  will  be  one  vacancy  each  year.  The  Board 
shall  hold  pubfic  hearings  on  all  cases  properly  before  it  and  shall 
give  reasonable  public  notice  thereof  and  reasonable  notice  thereof 
by  mail  to  all  owners  of  property  within  200  feet  of  the  exterior  boun- 
daries of  property  involved.  The  Board  may,  before  acting  on  a  mat- 
ter, refer  it  to  the  Planning  Board  for  review  and  recommendation. 
The  granting  of  permits  by  the  Board  may  be  subject  to  appropriate 
conditions  and  safeguards. 

Article  VII 
Amendments 
This  ordinance  may  be  amended  by  a  majority  vote  of  any  legal 
town  meeting  subject  to  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  RSA  31:63- 
64  inclusive. 

Article  VIII 
Elective  Date 
This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 
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NOTES  ON  CURRENT  HISTORY  -  1970 


At  Town  Meeting  March  11,  1969,  the  budget  as  presented  by 
the  Budget  Committee  was  accepted  with  an  additional  $3,000  for 
winter  maintenance. 

The  town  voted  to  discontinue  the  so-called  Snow  Road  from  the 
east  side  of  tlie  bridge  near  Russell  Bean's  to  where  the  road  joins  the 
Potter  Road  to  Conway  Lake  by  a  written  ballot  of  25  in  favor  and 
22  not  in  favor. 

The  town  voted  not  to  raise  $100  for  the  CaiToll  County  Mental 
Health  Service. 

The  town  voted  to  raise  $1,000  to  purchase  land  and  build  an 
addition  to  the  Snowville  Cemeteiy  and  authorized  the  selectmen  to 
accept  donations  and  gifts  for  the  cemeteries. 

The  town  authorized  the  selectmen  to  replace  the  ancient  grader 
(Goliath)  with  a  new  grader  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  $31,000,  to  use 
the  existing  capital  funds  for  the  same  and  to  boiTow  any  other  funds 
necessary. 

The  town  voted  to  subsidize  an  ambulance  service  for  one  year 
at  a  cost  to  Eaton  of  $432. 

At  a  Special  Meeting  July  22,  1969,  tlie  town  authorized  the  se- 
lectmen to  appoint  an  official  Consen'ation  Commission  in  accordance 
with  State  laws.  Subsequently  the  selectmen  appointed  the  following: 
Louis  Feron,  Milton  Garland,  Bertrand  Heath,  Allan  Robotham,  James 
Simonds  and  Roland  Toppan.  The  first  step  of  the  Commission  was 
to  improve  the  appearance  of  the  town  by  hauling  away  over  40  old 
and  abandoned  automobiles.  During  the  remainder  of  the  year,  the 
Commission  supervised  the  cutting  operation  of  the  Jackson  Town 
Forest. 

On  January  5  and  February  2,  the  town  Planning  Board  held 
open  hearings  to  discuss  a  land-use  ordinance  to  be  presented  to  the 
people  for  vote  at  town  meeting  March  1970.  This  ordinance  is 
printed  in  this  issue  of  the  annual  report. 

Town  Records.  Matters  of  legal  and  historic  value  have  been 
excerpted  from  the  town  clerk's  record  for  the  years  1914  through 
1955  and  copies  are  in  the  town  vault  together  with  transcriptions  of 
the  tapes  made  at  town  meetings  of  1967,  1968,  and  1969.  The  vault 
now  contains  records  of  all  town  meetings  from  1785  through  1955. 
Records  of  town  meetings  of  1956  through  1966  are  with  the  Town
